AGAINST F. AUGUSTUS HEINZE. 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Holding 
Wim the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Southern 
District of New York had erred, the 
Supreme Court of the United States to- 
day reversed the lower court and held 
sufficient various counts of indictments, 
charging F. Augustus Heinze with the 
misapplication of funds of the Mer- 
cantile National Bank of New York 
City. Further proceedings must now 
be taken in the lower courts. 

One of the points on which the lower 
court held the indictments insufficient 
was that they did not show a conver- 
sion by the recipient of the proceeds of 
certain notes discounted. re- 
viewing the previous cases touching on 
this point Justice McKenna in an: 
nouncing the decision of the court 
said: “It follows that the Circuit Court 
erred in considerfhg as necessary, not 
only that there should be alleged a con- 
version by the officer of the bank but 
also of the recipient of the proceeds of 
the discount.

HAS CONGRESS NO ORATORS? 


That Have Taken Place in National 

Lawmaking Body. 
[From Champ Clark's ‘Ie Congressional 

tory a Lost Art? in December Century.) 
If not wholly lost, the art of oratory 
is rapidly falling into disuse, particu 
larly in Congress. 

Willians Bourke Cockran of New York 
was the last great orator to grace the 
House of Representatives. Cockran is 
the highest type of Irishmen, and was 
educated thoroughly in France. He is 
le profound student, a man of large 
erudition, with an emotional tempera- 
ment and a thorough mastery not only 
of English, but of French, Latin and 
Greek. He has a superb voice, a vivid 
imagination and a commanding pres- 
ence. His sentences are polished as 
thoroughly as those of Edward Everett 
or John James Ingalls. The greatest 
achievement of an orator is to force ap- 
plause from a hostile audience. Time 
and time again 1 have seen men who 
dissented toto caelo from what he was 
saying applaud Cockran unte their 
hands were blistered. He wo them, 
temporarily at least, by his magnificent 
oratory, his wonderful sentences and 
his personal magnetism. Men listened 
to him with delirious delight. The day 
he left the House he was more popular 
there than he had ever been, and men 
jot all shades of political opinion sin- 
cerely regretted his departure. 

I do not mean that there are not still 
| great speakers and wat debaters in 
both houses of Congress, for there are 
| plenty of them. But there is a vast dif- 
ference between an orator and a de- 
bater. A man may be both, bat he is 


lucky it he is either. There are a few negro P 


orators left in the country outside of 
Congress. Undoubtedly the greatest 
at these—one of the greatest that ever 


er men have made speeches as tas 
his, but the oratorical power of no other 
has been put to so severe a test. Since 
the 4th of March, 1895, when he left 
Congress, excepting his six monthe of 
army service, he has spoken constantly 
and in every quarter of the globe. 
Every important speech has been sent 
broadcast by the news associations, and 
one might naturally conclude that he 
would have worn out his welcome as a 
public speaker long ago. Not so, how- 
ever, for today he can draw a bigger 
audience than any other man in Amer- 
ica except President “aft, who draws 
by reason of his position, and, Col. 
_ Roosevelt, who draws by his wonderful 
und unique personality. 

There are plenty of men in the United 
States who could deliver old time ora- 
tions, but they have concluded that in 
this age of highest intelligence that the 
plainer style of speaking is the better 
The principal causes of the decadence 
of oratory are the telegraph, the print- 
ing press, the telephone, the steam 
engines and the electric car.
